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WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Senate 
, Democrats decided at a conference 
today to work for a balanced 
budget through drastic cuts in all 
appropriation bills, but without at- 
tempting to reach their final goal 


at the present session. 

The conference unanimously ap- 
proved a resolution to this end as 
a.substitute for the proposal of 
Senator Tydings of Maryland, 
which would have sent the $1,000,- 
000,000 Treasury-Postoffice bill back 
to committee with instructions to 
cut it and all others to follow to a 
level of estimated revenue for the 
next fiscal year. 

Insiead, said Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas, the party leader, amend- 
ments will be offered in the Senate 
looking to a slash of $35,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 below the bill’s present 
total.

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NEW REALTY ASSESSMENT 
CUT OF 111-9 PCT. FOR 1933 


Gehner’s ‘Pledge, in Response to Estimate 
Board's Request, Will Reduce Tax 
Levy by $3,120,090. 


City Assessor Fred Gehner today 
notified the Board of ! and 
Apportionment that he had decided, 
as requested by the board recently, 
to cut all real estate assessments, 


for 1983 taxes, by 20 per cent from 
the 1931 figures, or 111-9 per cent 
from the assessments on which the 
1932 taxes were based. 

Last year’s realty assessment 
represented a 10 per cent cut, or 
90 per cent of the 1931 assessment. 
The new cut will reduce the assess- 
ment to 80 per cent of the 1931 
figure, or eight-ninths of last year’s 
figure, making the reduction, as 
compared with last year, one-ninth, 
or 111-9 per cent. | 

As figured by the Comptroller’s 
office, the reduction in realty as- 
sessments will reduce the total tax 
levy, for city, state and school 
taxes, from $32,648,686 in 1932 to 
$29,528,596 in 1933, a cut of $3,120,- 
090, which will have to be met by 
réductions in city expenses, under 
the new administration to be elect- 
ed in April, and in the state and 
school budgets. 

Gehner was asked whether he had 
conferred with the State tax offi- 
cials, to learn whether they would 
accept the reduction and would 
permit it to stand as the final and 
only reduction for this year. He 
said he had talked with members 
of the State Tax Commission, but 


they had not committed themselves. 
He is obliged to take action before 
the assessment lists are made up 
for public examination, which will 
begin March 20. Were he to wait 
longer, the matter would pass out 
of his hands and into the control 
of the State tax authorities. 

The Board of Estimate, consist- 
ing of Mayor Miller, President 
Neun of the Board of Aldermen 
and Comptroller Nolte, reeently 
passed a resolution requesting the 
Assessor to make a 20 per cent re- 
duction from the 1931 realty assess- 
ment, expressing the opinion that 
this should be the final and only 
reduction for this year. 

Gehner, in his letter to the Board 
of Estimate, said his office had en- 
deavored to follow the law requir- 
ing assessment of property at full 
value, but that real estate values 
had declined to such extent as to 
call for further reduction, following 
the 10 per cent cut made last year 
by the State Board of Equalization. 
He said he would therefore fix the 
total assessed value of city real es- 
tate at approximately 20 per cent 
less than the figure of June 1, 1931, 
before last year’s 10 per cent cut 
was applied. 

The reduction, he said, would ap- 
ply only to property which had not 
been improved during the year, by 
the addition of new buildings or 
otherwise. 


GUNMAN KILLS TWO WOMEN 
AND PHILADELPHIA POLICEMAN 


Another Occupant cf Alieged Dis- 
orderly Establishment Wounded 
By Man Who Escapes.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 27.—In a 
darkened house near the center of 
the city, Mrs. Yetta Cooper, alias 
Cohen, alleged keeper of a disorder- 
ly establishment, and a young 
woman tentatively identified as 
Patsy Miller were shot and killed 
and a third woman was slightly 
wounded last night. 5 

In an exchange of shots with the 
slayer, as he fled through yard at 
the rear of the house, Patrolman 
Frederick J. Dolan was killed. 

Outside the house, police found 
two automatic pistols believed to 
have been discarded by the killer, 
but they were unable to find Pa- 
trolman Dolan's weapon. 

Addie Davis, Negro maid, told 
police the man appeared at the 
door shortly before midnight. He 
was admitted and asked for Mrs. 
Cooper. The woman evidently knew 
him, the maid said, and they talked 
together for a moment before he 
suddenly drew two pistols and be- 
gan shooting. 


NINE INJURED IN RIOTING 
AT CHICAGO RELIEF STATION 


Seven Policemen Among Those 
Hurt in Clash With 300 Led 
by Woman.

CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—Capt. James 
L. Mooney was felled with an iron 


bar and six other policemen were 
hurt' today in a fight with 300 
Negro rioters led by a white woman 
in front of an emergency relief sta- 
tion on the South Side. 

Two officers were seriously in- 
jured. 

Forty policemen had been as- 
signed to guard the relief station 
in anticipation of the demonstra- 
tion ‘The attackers threw bricks 
and stones. The patrolmen used 
clubs to disperse the rioters. Two 
wagonloads of prisoners were 
hauled away. Two of the prisoners 
were sent to a hospital.

ILTED, MAN ENDS 
HIS LIFE IN FRONT 
OF WOMANS HOME 


Frank Hopkins Shoots Self 
in Auto After Delia Evett 
Says She Doesn’t Want to 
See Him Again. 


Frank Hopkins, 29-year-old fill- 
ing station attendant, shot and 
killed himself in his automobile to- 
day in front of 3521 Cook avenue, 
the home of a young woman he 
admired, but who had refused to 
see him again. 

The woman, Miss Delia Evett, 28, 
told police Hopkins drove up in 
front of the rooming house where 
she lives at 10 o’clock, sounded his 
horn and, when she went to the 
door, asked her to come out to the 
machine. 

“I asked him to come in but he 
said he didn’t have time,” she told 
police. “When I went out to the 
automobile and got in, he said, 
‘Why don’t you want to see me any 
more?’” 

She explained that she had gone 
with him from last July until 
Christmas but had decided then to 
break off their friendship. She 
gave no reason for her decision. 
Since Christmas, she said, Hopkins 
had called at the rooming-house to 
ask her to change her mind and 
had telephoned many times. 

Although she insisted she did not 
want to see him again, she said, 
they sat in the automobile for about 
two hours arguing. 

“Finally he asked me to go with 
him to his house, she told police. 
J refused and got out of the car. 
Well, it's like this, he told me, 
reaching behind his back with his 
left hand and bringing out a revol- 
ver. I told mim to be careful, not to 
do anything, and to drive on home. 
He started the motor and I was go- 
ing up the steps when I heard a 
shot. I saw him slumped over in the 
car.” 5 

Hopkins, who had shot himself 
in the heart, died on the way to a 
hospital. Police found two bottles 
of Whisky and an empty one in the 
car. 

He lived with a brother at 5112 
Kensington avenue, having come to 
St. Louis from Paragould, Ark. 
Miss Evett is employed as a press 
operator. 


ATLANTIC CITY BANK CLOSES 
DUE TO DEPOSIT ‘SEEPAGE’ 


Last Statement Lists Resources of 
$11,790,000; Comptroller of Cur- 
rency in Charge.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Jan. 27. 
Ine Chelsea-Second National 
Bank and Trust Co. announced, 
through its president, Dr. J. B. 
Thompson, that it would not open 
for business today. The bank is the 
first depository to close in this city. 

Dr. Thompson said the board of 
directors unanimously approved a 
resolution to place the bank in the 
hands of the Comptroller of Cur- 
rency because of the “continued 
seepage of deposits and to conserve 
assets for the depositors.” 

The last statement of the bank, 
published Jan. 5, 1933, showed total

Skipper of American Mer- 
chant Gets Noisy Wel- 
come at New Vork 
Gives Credit to Others.

Ship’s Doctor Shot Line 
Across English Freighter 
in Storm — Cabin Boy, 
15, Praised. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—A hero of 
the sea came to port yesterday with 
22 men he had saved from a sinking 
British freighter in mid-Atlantic, 
but he would have none of the cred- 
it for the feat which old sea men 
had hailed as “remarkable.” : 

The slim 36-year-old master of 
the American Merchant, Giles Ches- 
ter Stedman, stayed in his cabin 


while harbor craft of all kinds set 
up a noisy welcome. 


He went about his routine du- 
ties while the ship hcaded toward a 
pier loaded with cheering crowds. 

He talked quietly of the rescue, 
but he insisted the credit belonged 
to others. 

It was the accuracy of a radio di- 
rection finder, he said, that enabled 
the American Merchant last Friday 
to locate the battered Exeter City, 
after her bridge had been carried 
away, and her skipper, third mate 
and two members af the crew had 
been swept overboard by a 50-foot 


wave. | 
Poured Oil on Water. : 

It was the pouring of 85 tons of 
oil onto the turbulent sea, 1575 
miles east of New Tork, that en- 
abled the American ship to et 
close enough to the floundering 
freighter to ‘Shoot a mne across, 
send over an empty life boat, and 
pull back the 22 surviving sailors. 
But those 22 sailors called Stedman 
a hero, and there were tears in the 
eyes of some of them as they sang 
his praise. 

Stedman, who in 1925 saved 26 
men from a sinking Italian ship, 
held up a forbidding hand when 
anyone mentioned thé word “hero,” 
and much of his praise was for the 
“stamina,” the “fortitude” of the 
rescued men—those men who had 
faced likely death for hours while 
they scanned the skyline for sight 
of some rescuer. 


As Capt. Stedman, the five pas- 
sengers on his ship, his own crew 
and the Exeter City survivors told 
their stories, they placed the 
crown of hero on many a man. 

There was Henry Victor Lothi- 
can, the young British wireless op- 
erator, who stuck to his post 
throughout the night. Mountain- 
ous waves swept over the ship. 
Water often stood a foot or more 
deep in his little room. He had to 
keep his batteries dry. His aerial 
had been washed away, but when 
dawn came he built a new one and 
then sent the 8 O S on which 22 
lives depended. 

Joseph Gilles of Englewood, N. J., 
second officer of the American 
Merchant, pored over figures and 
finally worked out the position of 
the Exeter City, several hundred 
miles from where the freighter’s 
own rough estimate had placed her 
in messages. 


Doctor Shot Line Over. 

Dr. Cyril Bon Vaubman of Bal- 
timore, Md., the American Mer- 
chant’s chief ,surgeon, when his 
ship got alongside the freighter, 
aimed a little brass cannon and 
sent his very first shot directly 
over the ill-fated Exeter City, thus 
connecting the two ships by 4800 
feet of line—every foot of line the 
American craft had aboard. 

There was Cabin Boy Raymond 
Lewis, 15 years old; the youngest 
of the Exeter City crew, who 
worked all night bailing water with 
a bucket—“and he never whim- 
pered once,” one of his shipmates 
said with a chuckle. 


Back on the American Merchant 


there was Chief Steward Frank 
Flowers of Boston, who bellowed 
across the oily water and through 
the whistling gaie directions to the 
little group huddled on the freight- 
er's pitching deck. 

“I was so hoarse I could hardly 
whisper,” Capt. Stedman explained, 
“so I handed the megaphone to 
Flowers—you could hear that roar 
of his above any storm.” 

Then there was 20-year-old Alfred 
Howell, able seaman, the last man 
to see his skipper and the other 
three vic alive. He had been 
cut while pouring oil on the water 
before the storm reached its great- 
est fury. Blood poisoning had de- 
veloped. His arm was in a4 sling. 
But he had stood watch from 8 
to 10 p. m. 

“At six minutes to 11 ‘that 
Th night,” he said, “I was 

on my oilskins to go back 
to the bridge. Suddenly the ship 
shook as if—as if some giant had

Fire caused $55,000 damage at the 
Schultz Folding Box Co., Inc., Elev- 
enth and Pestalozzi streets, at noon 
today.

Fire walls 
helped to isolate the blaze from 
other manufacturing concerns oc 
cupying the building, owned by An- 
heuser-Busch, and formerly used 
as a brewery warehouse. Flames 
reached the. second floor and 
burned through the roof. 

Within 40 minutes the fire was 
under control. Chief Devoto said 
about $40,000 of the loss was to 
machinery, equipment and paper 
stock.

Frank Hopkins, 29-year-old fill- 
ing station attendant, shot and 
killed himself in his automobile to- 
day in front of 3521 Cook avenue, 
the home of a young woman he 
admired, but who had refused to 
see him again. 

The woman, Miss Delia Evett, 28, 
told police Hopkins drove up in 
front of the rooming house where 
she lives at 10 o’clock, sounded his 
horn and, when she went to the 
door, asked her to come out to the 
machine. 

“I asked him to come in but he 
said he didn’t have time,” she told 
police. “When I went out to the 
automobile and got in, he said, 
‘Why don't you want to see me any 
more?’” 

She explained that she had gone 
with him from last July until 
Christmas but had decided then to 
break off their friendship. She 
gave no reason for her decision. 
Since Christmas, she said, Hopkins 
had called at the rooming-house to 
ask her to change her mind and 
had telephoned many times. 

Although she insisted she did not 
want to see him again, she said, 
they sat in the automobile for about 
two hours arguing. 

“Finally he asked me to go with 
him to his house, she told oe 
“T refused and got out of the ca 
Well, it's like this,’ he told me, 
reaching behind his back with his 
left hand and bringing out a revol- 
ver. I told cim to be careful, not te 
do anything, and to drive on home. 
He started the motor and I was go- 
ing up the steps when I heard a 
shot. I saw him slumped over in the 
car.” 

Hopkins, who had shot himself 
in the heart, died on the way to a 
hospital. Police found two bottles 
of whisky and an empty one in the 
car. 

He lived with a brother at 5112

Ship’s Doctor Shot Line 
Across English Freighter 
in Storm — Cabin Boy, 
15, Praised.

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—A hero of 
the sea came to port yesterday with 
22 men he had saved from a sinking 
British freighter in mid-Atlantic, 


but he would have none of the cred- 
it for the feat which old sea men 
had hailed as “remarkable.” 

The slim 36-year-old master of 
the American Merchant, Giles Ches- 
ter Stedman, stayed in his cabin 
while harbor craft of all kinds set 
up a noisy welcome. 

He went about his routine du- 
ties while the ship hcaded toward a 
pier loaded with cheering crowds. 

He talked quietly of the rescue, 
but he insisted the credit belonged 
to others. 

It was the accuracy of a radio di- 
rection finder, he said, that enabled 
the American Merchant last Friday 
to locate the battered Exeter City, 
after her bridge had been carried 
away, and her skipper, third mate 
and two members af the crew had 
been swept overboard by a 50-foot

Stedman, who in 1925 saved 26 
men from a sinking Italian ship, 
held up a forbidding hand when 
anyone mentioned thé word “hero,” 
and much of his praise was for the 
“stamina,” the “fortitude” of the 
rescued men— those men who had 
faced likely death for hours while 
they scanned the skyline for sight 
of some rescuer. 


As Capt. Stedman, the five pas- 
sengers on his ship, his own crew 
and the Exeter City survivors told 
their stories, they placed the 
crown of hero on many a man. 

There was Henry Victor Lothi- 
can, the young British wireless op- 
erator, who stuck to his post 
throughout the night. Mountain- 
ous waves swept over the ship. 
Water often stood a foot or more 
deep in his little room. He had to 
keep his batteries dry. His aerial 
had been washed away, but when 
dawn came he built a new one and 
then sent the 8 O S on which 22 
lives depended. 

Joseph Gilles of Englewood, N. J., 
second officer of the American 
Merchant, pored over figures and 
finally worked out the position of 
the Exeter City, several hundred 
miles from where the freighter's 
own rough estimate had placed her 
in messages. 

Doctor Shot Line Over. 

Dr. Cyril Bon Vaubman of Bal- 
Md., the American Mer- 
chant’s chief ,surgeon, when his 
ship got alongside the freighter, 
aimed a little brass cannon and 
sent his very first shot directly 
over the ill-fated Fxeter City, thus 
connecting the two ships by 4800 
feet of line—every foot of line the 
American craft had aboard, 

There was Cabin Boy Raymond 

Lewis, 15 years old; the youngest 
of the Exeter City crew, who 
worked all night bailing water with 
a bucket—“and he never whim- 
pered once,” one of his shipmates 
said with a chuckle. 
Back on the American Merchant 
there was Chief Steward Frank 
Flowers of Boston, who bellowed 
across the oily water and through 
the whistling gaie directions to the 
little group huddled on the freight- 
er's pitching deck.

Fire caused $55,000 damage at the 
Schultz Folding Box Co., Inc., Elev- 
enth and Pestalozzi streets, at noon 
today.

The sirens of fire en- 
gines and dense smoke pouring 
from the building attracted several 
thousand persons. 

Forty employes of the. box com- 
pany, who were just starting their 
luncheon, fled from the building 
as paper stock near the center of 
the concern’s quarters burst into 
flame. One of their number turned 
in the alarm. 

Heavy clouds of gray smoke han- 
dicapped firemen, who repeatedly 
were forced to wait for a shifting 
wind to carry the smoke away be- 
fore they were able to enter the 
two-story building. Fire walls 
helped to isolate the blaze from 
other manufacturing concerns oc 
cupying the building, owned by An- 
heuser-Busch, and formerly used 
as a brewery warehouse. Flames 
reached the second floor and 
burned through the roof. 

Within 40 minutes the fire was 
under control. Devoto said 
about $40,000 of the loss was to 
machinery, equipment and paper 
stock.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27.—A 


State Senate investigation of State 
Highway Department contracts for 


cement, gravel and gasoline, with 


Attorney-General McKittrick in 
charge of the presentation of evi- 
dence, is contemplated by Senator 
Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon, ma- 


jority floor leader. Donnelly prob- 
ably will introduce his resolution 
for the inquiry early next week. 

The inquiry, if undertaken, will 
go deeply into the contracts, not 
only as to their advisability, but as 
to the truth of reports which have 
reached Donnelly and other Sena- 
tors of gross irregularities involv- 
ing some officials of moderately 
high position in the department. It 
will be the intention to bring out all 
the circumstances connected with 
the contracts and obtain informa- 
tion as to the individuals who have 
profited from them. 

Attorney-General McKittrick, at 
the suggestion of Senator Donnelly, 
today called on the Highway De- 
partment for copies of the contract 
and complete information concern- 
ing an arrangement by which State- 
owned gravel deposits near La- 
Grange, in Lewis County, were 
leased to a private company which 
is permitted to sell gravel to other 
customers in addition to the State, 
and pays only a small royalty for 
use of the deposits, 

At the same time McKittrick also 
called on the department to furnish 
copies of the contracts for purchase 
of gasoline, lubricating oils and 
grease, of which the department 
uses large quantities. 

Terms of Gravel Contract. 

The gravel contract under in- 
quiry was executed by the depart- 
ment in August, 1928. Under the 
contract about 300 acres of gravel 
deposits were leased to the Mis- 
souri Gravel co., a subsidiary of 
the Moline Consumers’ Co., a ma- 
terials concern of Moline, III. The 
contract is for a five-year period 
from Jan. 1, 1930, with renewal 
privileges. 

Under this contract, the gravel 
company, operating the State-owned 
deposits, furnishes to the Highway 
Department a minimum of 150,- 
000 tons of surfacing gravel a 
year at prices varying with the size, 
from 35 cents to 54.3 cents a ton. 
From this contract price is deduct- 
ed 2 cents a ton, as a royalty to 
the State for its gravel. 

On gravel requirements for what 
is known as conérete aggregate, 
used in concrete paving, the com- 
pany is permitted to bid against 
other companies, on a competitive 
basis. 
contract, and when purchases of 
such aggregate are made from the 
Missouri Gravel Co., the State gets 
back the 2 cents a ton royalty. 

The contract permits the Missouri 
Gravel Co. to sell a maximum of 
50,000 tons of gravel a year to cus- 
tomers other than the Highway 
Department. On such sales the 
State is paid 2 cents a ton royalty. 
The inquiry will go into reports 
that State-owned gravel, of which 
there is a scarcity in North Mis- 
sour, is thus permitted to be sold 
to other states for private profit. 

How State Acquired Land. 

The deposits owned by the State 
in Lewis County cover about 300 
acres, acquired by the State over u 
period of years, in small tracta. 
Chief Highway Engineer T. H. Cut- 
ler said the acquisition price to the 
State varied from $225 to $300 an 
acre. ) 

After the first purchase of land 
in the tract, the department, con- 
sidering the deposit of considerable 
value, and its holdings not large 
enough to meet future require- 
ments, conferred with owners of 
adjoining tracts with a view of pur- 
chasing them. It is known, through 
information reaching Senators, 
that at the time certain employes 
of the Highway Department vigor- 
ously opposed purchase by the 
State of this additional land, for 
which the Moline Consumers Co. 
also was a prospective purchaser.

ing by the department. For that 
reason the department has attempt- 
ed, where practicable, to obtain 
available gravel deposits in North- 
ern Missouri. 

Part of the information on which 

the inquiry is based is that gravel 
purchased by the State from its 
leased deposit near La Grange is 
being shipped to construction proj- 
ects in the state which are nearer 
other available gravel supplies and 
that these shipments involve pay- 
ment of larger transportation 
charges. Chief Engineer Cutler to- 
day said shipments from the La 
Grange plant largely were restrict- 
ed to a group of Northeast Mis- 
souri counties near the plant, and 
that requisitions were made upon 
this plant for more distant con- 
struction projects only when the 
freight rates were more advantage- 
ous than from other gravel sources. 
Cutler declared the department 
considered the leasing of its own 
deposit to a private company, with 
purchases of gravel from this com- 
pany, was advantageous. 
“We did not want to get into 
the gravel business,” Cutler said, 
“and thought the Missouri Gravel 
Co. could get the gravel out more 
cheaply than the State. If the 
State worked the deposit, we would 
have to install a plant, which, in 
this instance, probably would cost 
about $150,000. While the company 
paid nothing for the lease, other 
than the royalty of 2 cents a ton, 
that payment is considered a fair 
one.“

tried to push it co the bottom of 
the sea. 

“I struggled up on deck. Every- 
thing was darkness. Then a wave 
lifted the ship up and I saw the 
silhouette of the super-structure— 
all a wreck. 

Had No Time to Pray. 


J crept along the deck with a 
life line and got the officers out. 
Then I piped, ‘Bridge gone. Stand 
by. All hands on deck,’ Then we 
set for work. For hours—I guess 
it was about 15 hours—we kept 
busy. We didn’t have time to pray 
or anything like that.” 

Up spoke a weather-beaten man 
with iron gray hair—Chief Engi- 
neer C. G. Roach. 

“I've been sailing the sea for 30 
years, and I had two boats go 
down on me during the war. A 
sub got one and a mine the other. 
But I never saw a bunch of fel- 
lows act so jolly well. The young 
boys especially, They were right 
as rain. And it looked pretty black 
near the end for all of us. 

“It was that cargo of china clay 
we had, you see. We couldn't pump 
out any water, because there wasn’t 
any. As fast as it poured in the 
clay soaked it all up.” 

Capt. Stedman told how the Brit- 
ish crew, acting on messages he 
sent them, found a sextant and, in 
lieu of navigation instruments, 
helped the American Merchant’s 
navigator settle their exact location. 

“Violent squalls were whipping 
up a long rolling sea,” he said. 
“after we sighted the freighter it 
took two hours to reach her. We 
were yawing widely and rolling 
deeply. about 82 degrees 

Use of Oil Saved Men. 


“If the rescue can be credited to 
any one thing it was the use of oil. 
We spent an hour and a half 
spreading oil over a wide area. Then 
the Exeter City drifted slowly down 
onto this carpet of oil. 

“Their messages said they didn't 
know how long they could stay 
afloat. We had to do something be- 
fore it was too late. Their boats 
were unfit for use, so we shot the 
line over. ’ ite, 


“It took them quite a while to get 
into the life boat. For a time we 
were quite discouraged. They had 
to do it by leaps. The Exeter City 
was rising and falling 20 feet. They 
had to time their leaps. They sure- 
ly are all brave, fine sea men.” 

Stedman disclosed that he had 
gone in us close as 150 feet to the 
sinking ship, risking his own craft, 
“but we had to do it; it was the 
only chance,” he added.

Rep- 
resentative H. P. Lauf of Cole 
County, chairman of the commit- 
tee, declined to disclose the vote on 
the bill, after an executive session, 
but it was learned the favorable 
recommendation was adopted by a 
vote of 12 to 2. 

Supporters of the bill, while an- 
ticipating a fight by rural drys 
against passage, which will be in- 
tensified because the bill proposes 
no substitute regulatory measures, 
are confident the bill will be 
passed by the House, and are 
claiming 78 votes, Séventy-six are 
required. 

The Democratic landslide in the 
November election was discussed 
at the hearing more than merits of 
the State prohibition enforcement 
act. 

Supporters of the répeal measure 
declared the heavy Democratic 
vote was a mandate to the Legis- 
lature to repeal the “bone dry” 
law, in view of the Democratic ha- 
tional platform plank for repéal of 
the eighteenth amendment and 
for modification of the Volstead 
Act pending repeal. 

Dry advocates, in urging unfavor- 
able action on the repeal bill, said 
the Democratic landslide was due 
chiefly to economie conditions and 
not to the prohibition issue.

FOR TAXES PAID ABROAD 


Federal income taxpayers are in- 
formed, in a bulletin issued by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, what 
they must do to get credit for in- 
‘come taxes, war-profit and excess- 
profit taxes paid to foreign coun- 
tries, or to possessions of the Unit- 
ed States.

when a tax receipt of a foreign 
country is presented for credit 
claims against United States income 
taxes, and when the receipt or oth- 
er document is in a foreign lan- 
guage, the taxpayer must furnish 
a certified translation. 

The receipt, in order to be ac: 
cepted as basis for a credit, must 
show the character of the tax, date 
of accrual of income, amount of in- 
come and tax rate applied. It the 
receipt does not furnish this in- 
formation, it must be shown by oth- 
er official papers. 
* In the case of taxes paid by a for- 
eign partnership in which an Amer- 
ican taxpayer is a partner, a certi- 
fied statement by the foreign con- 
dern will be accepted, subject to 
verification Interest, royalties and 
dividende from foreign sources, 
when included in the regular return 
of income from domestic sources, 
should also be shown separately in 
schedules attached to the return, 
showing the countries and distribu- 
tors.

EA, FILENE WANTS 
WORK HOURS REDUCED 


Favors 5-Day Week, 6-Hour 
Day With Compulsory 1928 
Wage Scale. 


Edward A. Filene, Boston mer- 
chant and president of the Credit 
Union National Extension Bureau, 
said today at Hctel Jefferson that 
he hoped Congress would find a 
way to pass a law making a com- 
pulsory 5-day week and 6-hour day 
at 1928 wage scales applicable gen- 
erally to industry. 

Such an unemployment relief 
measure would “solve our problem 
by putting men back to work and 
restoring buying power,” Filene, 
who is on a Mid-Western speaking 
tour on behalf of the credit union, 
said before a luncheon address be- 
fore the Sales Managers’ Bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Asked whether such an enact- 
ment would be constitutional, he 
was of the opinion that it would 
be, affording a prompt Federal 
emergency relief measure. 

A bill is pending in the Senate 
to establish a 30-hour week for fac- 
tories engaged in making commodi 
ties distributed in interstate com 
merce. Opponents of the proposai 
take the position it would not be 
constitutional if affecting other 
than Federal employes. 

Opposes Wage Cutting. 

Filene, who is opposed to wage 
cuts, said unemployment insurance 
would aid in the restoration of con- 
fidence. He asserted that even 
with emergency relief measures 
“we won't pull out of the depres- 
sion in 1933” but added that “if 
each man would do his share we 
would be out in three months.” 
Defining present conditions az 
“growing pains” and holding that 
the intelligent development of mass 
production woould constitute a 
permanently stable industrial age, 
he said the essential trouble today 
was that “we are managing affairs 
in 1933 with ox-cart opinions in an 
automobile age.” 

Emphasizing that it was the duty 
of employers to hire men and work- 
ers and thus do their share in 
maintaining the buying market, he 
referred to a “mutuality of selfish 
interests,” as simply “good busi- 
ness.” P

—Two white prospectors and six 
native bearers were killed in fights

Dispatches from Rabual, seat of 
the administration in the mandated 
territory which was formerly Ger- 
man New Guinea, said an exhaust- 
ed native bearer had staggered into 
the Government post at Surprise 
Creek and told authorities a party 
of nine other natives had am- 
bushed and clubbed to death two 
prospectors named Naylor and Cla- 
rius. 

A search party found evidence of 
a terrific struggle. Near the bodies 
of the two white men they dis- 
covered three dead natives, indi- 
cating the prospectors had made a 
fight, only to be overcome by su- 
perior numbers. On the return 
journey the search party was at- 
tacked, but emerged unhurt after 
killing three natives and wounding 
two others. 


SENATE REFUSES fo CONFIRM 
THREE HOOVER APPOINTMENTS 


Turns Down Nominations of Min- 
isters to Canada, Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Senate 


Democrats today refused to modify 
their policy of not confirming any 
Hoover appointments except rou- 
tine promotions, to permit confir- 
mation of new Ministers to Canada, 
Poland and Czecho-Slovakia. Sen- 
ator Robinson of Arkansas, the 
party leader, announced the deci- 
sion.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—A Sen- 
ate pledged in campaign utterances 
to economy in Federal costs today 
had for its study—if members de- 
sired—a private report of the Sen- 
ate Secretary on its expenditures 
showing money paid out for every- 
thing from aspirin tablets to hair 
tonic. 

The total involved—covering ap- 
propriations and expenditures for 
all the fiscal- year 1932 and parts 
of other periods—was $4,116,455. 
Actual expenditures were totaled 
as of June 30, 1932, at $128,227 less 
than that. 

„Miscellaneous items’—as tabu- 
lated in the report by Edwin P. 
Thayer, the secretary—involving 
small sums in the fiscal years 1930 
and 1931 and about $200,009 in 1932, 
aggregated $240,846. Some items 
contained in this covered such ex- 
penditures as about $8000 for the 
barber shop and $9000 for minera! 
waters, the price of the latter rang- 
ing from $7 to $11.75 a case with 
hundreds of cases bought. Free har- 
bering has been available to the 
Legislators for years.

A. Farrell's resignation. as president 
of United States Steel after he had 
advocated maintenance of wage lev- 
els, was cited to a Senate commit- 
tee today by spokesmen for labor 
as an evidence of “banker control 
of industry.” 

John P. Frey, secretary-treasurer 
of the Metal Trade Department of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
recalled the resignation, in elaborat- 
ing his charge that New Tork 
bankers maintain a “stranglehold” 
on industry, thus preventing im- 
provement in working conditions. 

Frey also traced a direct line of 
interlocking directorates from New 
York banking houses to the Na- 
tion’s industrial front, and charged 
the bankers absolutely control la- 
bor conditions. 

He presented his testimony to the 
committee considering the Black 
five-day week six-hour day bill. 

Frey called attention to a state- 
ment Farrell had issued opposing 
reductions in wages as economically 
unsound. 

“J. P. Morgan,” he added, “is a 
chairman of the board of directors 
of the United States Steel and his 
banking company is deeply inter- 
ested in the steel company. N 

“Not long after Farrell’s state- 
ment, he resigned as president and 
immediately Steel reduced wages.” 

Questioned by Senator Black 
(Dem.), Alabama, Frey said two 
other Morgan partners—Thomas W. 
Lamont and James Spencer Mor- 
gan Jr.—were directors of United 
States Steel. 

Frey went through the list of 
Steel directors, showing the mem- 
bership of each on the boards of

Detailing his assertion yesterday 
that the directors of eight commer- 
cial New York banks hold director- 
ships in 3741 banks, public utilities, 
insurance companies and other cor- 
porations, Frey said: Private 
banks, dominate or are in a posi- 
tion to dominate these public 
banks.” 

He listed the eight banks as the 
Bank of America National Associa- 
tion, Bank of Manhattan Trust Co., 
Bankers’ Trust Co., Chase National 
Bank, Chemical Bank & Trust Co., 
Guarantee Trust Co., National City 
Bank, and the New York Trust Co. 

The 310 directors in these banks, 
Frey said, hold 287 directorships in 
insurance companies, 301 in other 
banks, 521 in public utilities, 585 in 
railroad, steamship, airplane and 
other transportation companies; 846 
in manufacturing corporations and 
120 in other corporations. 

Frey then listed 24 other New 
York banks whose directors he said 
hold 6250 directorships.

BRITISH LEADER URGES 
POLICY OF REFLATION 


Reginald McKenna Opposes 
Any Thought of Return 
to Gold Standard.

LONDON, Jan. 27. Reginald Me- 
Kenna, former Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, expressed himself today 


as strongly opposed to England's 


return to the gold NR for the 


present. 

„We should set aside at least for 
the time being all thought of re- 
turning to gold, either at the old 
parity or any new parity,” he said 
in a speech as chairman at the an- 


| nual meeting of the Midland Bank. 


He told the stockholders he 
thought it would be possible to 
achieve a rise in the internal price 
level by monetary management, de- 
claring that this opinion was not 
shaken by the frequent charge that 
reflation already has been tried and 
round wanting here and in the 
United States. 

“If a rise in the internal price 
level could be achieved in this man- 
ner,” he said, “it will not be evi- 
dence of hat abhorrent thing, in- 
flation. As a matter of fact, w 
have so much ground to recover 
that I confess that the thought of 
inflation, so long as it is cotrolled, 
does not alarm me. 

No Longer a Reproach. 

“In these days the word is no 
longer a term of reproach, although 
some tender consciences find ease 
in using the innocent substitute ‘re- 
flation.’ 

“Controlled inflation, from being 
a remedy of fools or knaves, has 
become widely regarded as the best 
solution of our troubles, since it has 
become realized that a substantial 
rise in wholesale price need have 
no more than a slight effect upon 
the cost of living.” 

McKenna declared that the ex- 
pansive monetary policy in Great 
Britain had been in fact no more 
than half a policy insofar as its 
effect upon trade is concerned, and 
that it was only to be expected that 
it should, up to the present, have 
yielded no marked and sustained 
rise in commodity prices.

interlock, “so that, while Morgan 
has no directors in Chase, they sit 
with directors of Chase who are 
also directors of Morgan banks.” 

“To give an illustration of how 
these private banks tie up with the 
commercial banks and through 
them with other banks and cor- 
porations,” Frey said, “the Chase 
National has on its board represen- 
tatives of seven of these private 
banking houses.” He listed the 
seven as Dillon-Reed, Goldman- 
Sachs, Kuhn-Loeb, Lee Higginson, 
J. H. Schroeder, J. and W. Selig- 
man and White, Weld. 

“The directors of Chase,” he add- 
ed, “hold 69 directorships in other 
commercial banks, 262 in miscella- 
neous corporations; 82 in 55 insur- 
ance companies, including six of 24 
directors of the Metropolitan Life; 
263 in manufacturing corporations; 
133 in transportation companies, 
chiefly railroads; 73 in public utili- 
ties, making a total of 855. 

“Do you think they can remem- 
ber what companies they are direc- 
tors of?” Chairman Norris asked. 

Director of 125 Concerns. 

Frey replied that one of these 
directors was a director of 125 
companies and banks, adding, “I 
don’t see how he finds time even 
to attend the meetings.” 

Frey said that Albert H. Wiggin, 
former chairman of Chase Bank, 
“was the first banker to demand 
that wages be reduced” and that 
his influence spread to other bank- 
ers. 

Wiggin, he said, threatened a 
large publishing house that it 
would lose advertising in its maga- 
zines if it did not abandon an edi- 
torial policy favoring maintenance 
of wage levels. 

He listed banks, insurance com- 
panies and railroads in which 
Chase directors were represented; 
and noted that Wiggin was a direc- 
tor of several railroads and that 
other Chase directors were repre- 
sented on most of the boards of the 
big railroads. 

Chairman Norris at the outset of 
the hearing expressed doubt wheth- 
er his committee should undertake 
an investigation of the labor lead- 
er's charges or turn the evidence 
over to the Senate stock market 
investigators. 

Senator Black, author of the 30- 
hour-week bill, insisted, however, 
that Frey be allowed to present his 


case in connection with that meas- 


ure. 

Frey told the committee his testi- 
mony was based on a nine-months’ 
investigation of New York “banker 
control of industry” which he said 
was used to prevent improvement 
of working conditions.

County Superintendents of Schools, 
who are to perform the services 
without additional salary. . 

‘Before two committees in the 
House of Representatives appeared 
many vitally interested persons— 
holders of State jobs which the 
Governor's economy bills might 
abolish; Chamber of Commerce 
representatives from towns where 
there are State teachers’ 
and two State Representatives who 
found themselves opposed to certain 
abolitions and consolidations. 

Job holders all voiced virtually 
the same plea: That their functions 
in the State government were 80 
important as to be virtually indis- 
pensable; that they had accepted 
the arbitrary appropriation cut of 
26 per cent assessed last fall by 
Gov. Caulfield; that they were pre- 
pared, if necessary, to continue the 
indispensable function in question 
at even a lesser appropriation. 

Piling Up the Objections. 

Representatives of the Chambers 
of Commerce and others interested 
in the well-being of the towns with 
teachers’ colleges, deplored the 
backward step in educational legis- 
lation that they said would be the 


boards of regents of teachers’ col- 
leges and certain other institutions, 
and combine their present functions 
in a single board of regents. 


Representative J. G. Christy of 
Festus, a dentist, spoke against the 
Governor's measure to reduce mem- 
bership.of the State Board of Den- 
tal Examiners from five to three 
members.

ries of the American, French and 
Belgian governments—as the victor 
and winner of the A. E. F. crown 
—there was a consciousness of hav- 
ing done a good job mingled with 
a realization that Lady Luck had 
been on my side. 

The winners of the A. E. F. cham- 
pionships were automatically at- 
tached to General Headquarters in 
Paris, and ordered the following 
day to the American posts along 
the Rhineland to give a series of 
exhibitions.

About this time there was con-

Burns 
HE hazard to life involved in 
T burns is little appreciated by 
the average person. 

In a recent study of more than 
2000 cases of burns, it was revealei 
that the effect of a burn on life ex- 
pectancy is determined by the se- 
verity of the injury. 

In cases where more than one- 
third of the body's surface was in- 
volved the mortality rate was 100 
per cent. Of those persons in whom 
from one-fourth to one-sixth of the 
total skin surface was affected, only 
a very few recovered. 

Even when the extent of the area 
involved amounted to one-eleventh 
of the total, the mortality rate wus 
approximately 50 per cent. With 
the decrease in the size of the area 
burned, the mortality rate becomes 
lower. 

Much progress has been made in 
recent years in the medical treat- 
ment of burns. 

“The use of tannic acid solutions, 
sprays, and in other forms of ap- 
plication, the use of perpetual \-a-

blood, have helped to save patierts 
who otherwise would have died as 
a result of their injuries. 

In addition, plastic, or, as it is 
sometimes called, reconstructive 
surgery, helps in overcoming the 
scar and other deformities that may 
follow in the wake of a burn.

When Greta 
Garbo came 
across the ocean 
with ber long.

her eyes that screened their secrets 
under lashes that were longer than 
most people thought eyelashes had 
any right to be, the Hollywood 
beauties looked into their mirrors. 
They didn’t like themselves. 
“Too naive,” some of them said, 
examining their ringlets. 
“Too sweet,” and others wished 
their eyes weren't so round. 
“Too apparent,” the third group 
joined the chorus. 
So they copied Garbo. The hair, 
the eyelashes, the thin, slanting 
eyebrows, the careless poise. 


“They are patterning after a 
woman's woman, Dumas says. 
“Garbo is not beloved of men. The 
Garbo look is a big mistake! I 
know her personally. She is a 
charming, intellectual woman. She 
is popular with women, but not 
with men. 


“Women approve of her because 
she carries herself in the manner 
that they want to carry themselves. 
They want to rule, to be majestic. 
She is. They are making them- 
selves masculine in their attempt 
at a thing which no man approves. 
Garbo has that masculine quality. 

“She has revealed her power. She 
has no sweetness. And men like 
sweetness! 


“Garbo has an independent atti- 
tude. On the screen she wins her 
men. This is what women in gen- 
eral crave. When they see Garbo 
strike this attitude and win what 
she wants, they do the same thing. 
It was that motive which prompted 
the Hollywood stars to take her as 
a pattern.” 

Before the coming of Greta Gar- 
bo, the cinema maids were sweet, 
and wholesome and clinging, as the 
reels unrolled. The kind of girls 
that men wanted their mothers to 
meet. 

But when the Swedish star with 

the silent ways came on the stage 
eyes grew wise, lips grew sensuous, 
and life picked up in the film 
world. 
A comparison of the photographs 
of Hollywood's celebrities who were 
approaching stardom before Garbo 
came, with their contemporary pic- 
tures, shows that they now are 
gaunt and haunted where they once 
were demure and innocent. 


“The Garbo vogue has one or two 
good points, but the loss of sweet- 
ness is a mistake,” the famous beau- 
tician and critic insists. 


“When Greta Garbo first ap- 
peared in American films she was 
sweeter. Her hair was fluffier and 
she wore it closer to her face. With 
every picture she grew a little more 
aloof and sophisticated. 

“She discovered that her face was 
powerful. She increased its value 
by exposing it. She learned that 
eyes are always a woman’s most 
expressive feature, and she let them 
shine, unhampered by hair, which 
is wise. 

“She used a slender line of eye- 
brows. Today people ask continu- 
ally for Garbo eyebrows. She be- 
came smart, sure, poised. The other 
actresses, admiring her, didn’t know 
that men couldn’t love her. They 
started to copy her, unconsciously 
sometimes, of course.” 

* * „ 


ARBO, Dumas says, knows how 
6 * accentuate her best features. 
“She is too tall and slim, and 
smiles too little, to go in for sweet- 
ness,” he believes. “She is the 
tragic and irritating type. She must 
have her own way always, in her 
screen roles. 

“She does not hold out the allure 
to men that other beauties do, for 
che isn’t physically built in a way 
to do that. She hasn’t that kind of 
a body. She isn’t rounded. 

“But she has a remarkable brain 
and it has served her well. She 
has built up a successful type. The 
Garbo type, we call it. Women fol- 
low her blindly.” 

Greta Garbo, who set the pattern 
for the actresses of the day, how- 
ever, has one good reason for rest- 
ing on her pedestal, Dumas says. 

She wears her hair as hair should 
be worn. If it were meant to be 
worn on the face it would grow 
there. A more intelligent and pro- 
vocative appeal is gained when 
hair leaves the face where it should 
and eyes are free to perform. 

“Greta Garbo could not succeed 
as any other type. She is herself,” 
he concludes. 

But the actresses who gave up 
their personal likes and modes— 
who stopped being ingenues and 
put away their madonna smiles—
